THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
Rockingham, ss. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in said 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Recreation Build- 
ing in Great Island Common, in said New Castle, on Tuesday, 
the tenth day of March, 1970, at ten of the clock in the fore- 
noon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. The polls for the election of town officers will open 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon and shall not be closed before 
six of the clock in the afternoon. 


2. To hear the reports of agents, officers, committees, 
boards and others heretofore chosen and to pass any vote in 
relation thereto. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and to make appro- 
priation for the same. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to incur temporary loans in anticipation of the taxes for 
the year 1970 upon the credit of the Town, and issue its notes 
therefor in accordance with the Municipal Finance Act. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount to 
to be made to those persons who shall pay their real estate taxes 
within a reasonable time after they receive notice of the real 
estate taxes assessed against them and to fix the amount of such 
discount and the time within which such discount shall be 
allowed. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to participate with the 
other towns and cities in the area in the advertising, promo- 
tional and publicity activities of the New Hampshire Seacoast 
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Development Association as authorized by law and to raise and 
appropriate the necessary sum of money therefor. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town Road 
Aid from the State for the construction of Town roads and to 
raise and appropriate the necessary sums of money therefor. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Hundred Fifty Dollars ($150.00) to support 
the “Man in Washington” program. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) for the support 
of the Portsmouth Mental Health Clinic. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Forty One and 65/100 Dollars ($41.65) 
for the support of the Community Action Program. 


11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for partial participa- 
tion to the Seacoast Regional Association, this money to be 
spent for the purpose of publicizing and promoting the natural 
resources and advantages of the Town, in cooperation with the 
other Towns in the Seacoast Region. 


12. On petition of Mr. and Mrs. Edward Bauer and 
nine (9) others, to see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) to pur- 
chase folding tables for Town use. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of Seven Thousand Eight Hundred Fifty Dollars ($7,850.00) 
to construct two tennis courts and skating rink at the Great 
Island Common. (Submitted by The Great Island Recreation 
and Conservation Commission, Bruce N. Smith, Chairman. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of Two Hundred Twenty Dollars ($220.00) to finance 
studies to be conducted by the regional planning agency. These 
monies will be used for financing planning studies which must 
be approved by the regional planning agency. These funds may 
be used in conjunction with other State and Federal funds 
available for planning purposes. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the con- 
struction of a water main from the end of our new eight inch 
(8’’) line on Portsmouth Avenue to join with the water main 
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of the City of Portsmouth on Pierce Island or at some other 
point intermediate thereto agreeable to the City of Portsmouth. 
(Submitted by the Water Commissioners of the Town). 


16. Should the Town vote to adopt the provisions of 
Article 15, then to see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of Eighty Thousand Dollars ($80,000.00), (this sum 
to include engineering fees) and to raise the sum so appropriated 
by the issuance of serial bonds or notes payable in annual in- 
stallments over not more than thirty (30) years, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act of the State 
of New Hampshire; the Board of Selectmen to negotiate and 
issue such bonds or notes and to determine the time and place 
of payment thereof, and the rate of interest thereon as they deem 
to be in the best interest of the Town. The bonds to be duly 
executed and sealed with the Town Corporate Seal affixed in 
accordance with the law. (Submitted by the Water Commis- 
sioners of the Town). 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Twenty Six Thousand Dollars ($26,000.00) 
for the construction of a new fire station, and to raise the sum 
so appropriated by notes payable in ten (10) annual install- 
ments. (Submitted by the Fire Department). 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) to purchasé 
one (1) Fire Department radio to be used in the Fire Chief’s 
car. (Submitted by the Fire Department). 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Six Hundred Fifty Two Dollars ($652.00) 
to purchase six hundred (600) feet of fire hose, for the Fire 
Department as a continuance of its hose replacement program. 
(Submitted by the Fire Department). 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) to 
continue the Capital Reserve Fund for a new fire truck. 
(Submitted by the Fire Department). 


21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) for the 
Planning Board to pursue necessary studies, for holding public 
hearings and all other related matters. 


22. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
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sum of Fifty One and 82/100 Dollars ($51.82) to continue 
membership in the New Hampshire Municipal Association. 


23. On petition of George Hamer, Jr. and thirty (30) 
other persons, to see if the Town will vote to increase the salary 
for the Chief of Police of the Town from Six Thousand Dol- 
lars ($6,000.00) per year to Seven Thousand Dollars 
($7,000.00) per year. 


24. To transact such other business as may legally come 
before said meeting.

Annual Letter — 1969 





The whole town was saddened by the sudden death 
of Ralph S. Frobisher, Board Chairman, last August. He 
had served in that capacity for many years and altogether 
on the board for fifteen years. His loss is felt by everyone, 
and especially by those of us who remain as town Officials. 
Ralph was well liked by all. 


We have been informed by the Mayor and City Man- 
ager of Portsmouth that the cut-off date for the privilege 
of using their dump and incinerator has been extended 
beyond the 1 June, 1970 dead-line. No definate date has 
been established at this time. The Seacoast Regional Plan- 
ning Commission, of which we are a member, is consider- 
ing an area incinerator or land fill operation as its first 
project. This would be financed to a great extent by the 
Federal Government, and such funds are only available 
through such an organized and functioning area planning 
body. 


At a recent meeting with Chief Ernest Weeks of the 
Portsmouth Fire Department and our own Chief, Dick 
Whitehouse, we were informed that anyone having a fire 
locally must first call our own department before calling 
Portsmouth. If Portsmouth is called they will call New 
Castle to verify the existance of the fire and whether or 
not they are needed. He said they would not refuse if 
actually needed, but must hear it first from our depart- 
ment or from one of the Selectmen. If New Castle people 
do not take this action the result could be a very high cost 
to the individual who would have to pay for Portsmouth 
men and equipment coming to our fire unnecessarily. 
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Perhaps serious thought should be given to the article 
which would give New Castle a new fire station. [he 
present station is unsightly, inadequate, and a fire hazard 
itself. The National Parks Service has stated that Building 
No. 114 at the Common cannot be used for anything 
other than recreation. Perhaps the Town would do well 
to once again look at the present Town Hall as the alter- 
native for a multi-purpose municipal building. In its 
present condition it is in need of repair, paint and modifi- 
cation of heating facilities. Perhaps it will be your pleasure 
to allocate funds toward this endeavor, If this be so, 
speak out when the item on the budget comes up concern- 
ing the Town Hall. 


Much has been going on regarding sewage. Due to 
the fact that this letter must be submitted to the printer 
for insertion in the Town Report at an early date, we can- 
not reveal the latest information which is at this writing 
being developed in a letter which we shall send to each 
individual. We do want to say, even now, that we feel 
that if we all cooperate and indicate to the Pollution Com- 
mission that we are doing something to correct the pol- 
lution problem, we will lessen our complete problem 
tremendously.

During the year 1969 your Fire Department 
answered twelve alarms. This is one less than the pre- 
vious year. 


Fire was responsible for $575,100.00 property loss, 
worse than the money loss, was the loss of a human life. 
This can never be replaced. 


As in the past, several members attended Fire Training 
Schools around the state, plus the state sponsored train- 
ing sessions held at our Monday evening meetings through- 
out the year. 


As has been our custom during Fire Prevention Week, 
a Fire Drill was held at the school, with the entire school 
being evacuated in 38 seconds. 


The wives of the fire department members and 
other interested women have formed a Fire Department 
Auxiliary and have run many fund raising activities to 
benefit the Fire Department. We can’t thank them enough 
for their help. 


During the year we experienced considerable trouble 
with the fire alarm system. This was caused by the Tele- 
phone Company working on new lines in New Castle and 
Portsmouth and has since been corrected. 


We are still in need of trained fire fighters. We meet 
each Monday evening at 7 p.m. These meetings are always 
open to the public. 


Please don’t give fire a place to start in your home. 
Fire accounted for twelve thousand Americans losing their 
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lives and two billion dollars in property loss, during 1969. 


If you have a fire in your home call immediately. No 
matter how small it may seem.

REPORL OF CHE. PORES T FIRE Woah DES 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF : 


Less fortunate than our northern towns, we had too 
many fires. Carelessness in burning trash and discarding 
smoking material and children playing with fire caused 
most of the fires. Your Forest Fire Warden’s job would 
be easier if everyone understood the State laws that govern 
the kindling of outdoor fires.A synopsis of these laws fol- 
low. 

Fire Permit 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near 
woodland anytime the ground is not covered with snow. 
This includes household waste burning, even if in an in- 
cinerator, grass burning, garden trash as well as brush 
burning. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be 
prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p.m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime 
under normal conditions with permission of the District 
Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own 
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property with permission of the Fire Warden. On an- 
other’s property with written permission of the land- 
owner and permission of the Fire Warden. The Warden 
can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. Permits for 
cooking fires in the White Mountain National Forest can 
be obtained from the Laconia Office or at the Ranger Sta- 
tions. Permits are not required in public camp or picnic 
grounds where fireplaces have been built for this purpose. 


Penalties 


1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of 
$200.00 fine; or imprisonment for not more than 60 
days. 


2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly 
that shall endanger woodlands the maximum fine is 
$500.00 or one year’s imprisonment. 


3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire 
before leaving it the same penalties as in (1) above. 


4. For dropping inflammable material in or near wood- 
land, maximum fine 1s $25.00. 


Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. 
Keep our town free from smokes in 1970.

I again wish to thank the Selectmen and the citizens 
for their cooperation during the past year, also the princi- 
pal, teachers and the school board for allowing us to come 
into the school and give our safety talks. Special thanks 
go to the crossing officers and the children of the Maude 
Trefethen School for their assistance in carrying out the 
safety program the past year. | would like to see these 
crossing officers go to Washington with the Portsmouth 
youngsters. 


We answered over 2,000 calls for the year, of these, 
264 came between the hours of midnight and six A.M. 
These calls ran approximately the same as they did last 
year. Over 250 callers came to my home with various 
problems; checking car titles, domestic, etc. 

We had 7 reported accidents for the year. 


We had 136 cases in our Municipal Court, and one 
case in Superior Court on four complaints, three of which 
were found guilty and one nol pros. 


Three adults and 15 juveniles were reported missing. 
All returned home. Three cats and 14 dogs were reported 
missing, also two cat bites and seven dog bites were re- 
ported. Some people are not aware that all dogs three 
months and over are required by law to be licensed by the 
Town Clerk. 


We gave over 1,000 warnings for various violations. 
There were over 500 defective equipment tags. We recom- 
mended over 200 suspensions of drivers licenses for fail- 
ing to slow down in school zone, driving after drinking, 
speeding, etc. 
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We found 62 cars unlocked and keys in cars in 
hotel parking lots and the streets and in drive ways. This 
is ASKING for trouble. 


We have asked people TIME and TIME again to let 
us know when they go away for a weekend or their vaca- 
tion. We asked that they make sure all doors and windows 
are locked. It would surprise you how many homes there 
were in town with doors unlocked. I hope, for their sake 
they are covered by insurance. If you are going away, stop 
newspapers and milk deliveries. Don’t broadcast the fact 
that you are going away. If you must tell your friends, tell 
them when you GET BACK. 


We have WARNED people with regard to un- 
authorized persons soliciting door to door. These persons 
have a great sales pitch. 


DON'T BE FOOLED. 


If they do not have an OK letter from the New 
Castle Police Department on our stationery they have not 
been checked out by us and you are asking for trouble. 


I want to take this opportunity to thank the Police 
Departments of Portsmouth, Rye and Kittery as well as 
the State Police and the Sheriff's Department and our local 
citizens for their assistance in control of traffic at the 
Wentworth Hotel fire. Without this help we would have 
been in a mess. I alerted the homeowners in the Bos’n 
Hill area to hook up their garden hoses by doing this they 
were able to prevent more extensive damage from flying 
embers. | 


For the last three or four years I have recommended 
Radar. 


No one seems to be interested which seems a shame 
because thousands of dollars are spent on education and 
next to nothing to protect that investment. 


DO 


I would like to call attention to the fact that the 
SPEED limit in New Castle is still 25 M.P.H. and there 
are some places in town where even that SPEED is too 
fast and not safe. It is a case of using common sense. You 
can never make up time in this town and if you hit some 
one you will be a lot later. Some people are still running 
STOP SIGNS. They are fooling no one but themselves. 
A STOP SIGN means come to a COMPLETE STOP. 
Failure to do this can be EXPENSIVE if you get caught 
and if you do it often enough, YOU WILL. DON’T 
PUSH your luck. 


Let me remind you the SPEED LIMIT in the school 
zone is 20 M.P.H. 


Look at your speedometer next time you drive 
through. 


This last year has been tough going. I had very little 
help. [ am asking for an extra man this coming year and 
would like to pick up some Special Officer and Auxiliary 
Officers. There is still due me by State Statute, (630) days 
which I have been unable to take. 


If you have been drinking DON’T DRIVE. Let 


some one else do the driving for you.

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Report of The Great Island Recreation 
and Conservation Commission 


The Great Island Recreation and Conservation Com- 
mission is an advisory commission appointed by the 
Selectmen to advise on matters pertaining to conservation 
and recreation in the Town of New Castle. In this capacity 
the commission’s primary function is to supervise the 
various recreation programs at the Great Island Common 
and to make recommendations to the Selectmen and the 
Town regarding the maintenance and improvement of the 
services and facilities provided at the Great Island Com- 
mon. 


As in past summers, the commission sponsored a 
program of recreation for the children of “Town residents. 
In addition to a seven week program of supervised play 
at the Common, two week courses in swimming and ten- 
nis were also given. Daily attendance at the seven week 
program at the Common ranged from 60 to 80 children. 
Twenty-four children enrolled in the tennis program and 
40 were enrolled in the swimming program. 


We are indebted to Mrs. Shea for her untiring efforts 
in organizing this program. We also wish to thank Mrs. 
Frobisher and Dr. and Mrs. Hoefle for the use of their 
pools and Mr. and Mrs. Rowland for the use of their 
tennis court. 


Various additional recreational activities were also 
sponsored by the Commission during the past year in- 


cluding two dinner dances and a winter program of 
basketball for boys. 


Unfortunately we have experienced considerable van- 
dalism at the Common this past year. In an effort to dis- 
courage this and also for the convenience of those using 
the Common at night, the Selectmen have agreed to the 
installation of four additional area lights. The pay phone 
outside the recreation building, which was frequently 
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vandalized, has been removed and replaced with a regular 
phone in the kitchen. 


Pursuant to our recommendations for removal of 
those buildings for which future need cannot be antici- 
pated, two sheds next to the officer’s club were demolished 
and burned by the Fire Department this past summer. It 
is hoped that the Wentworth employee housing problem 
is resolved and that we may, therefore, be able to remove 
additional buildings in the newly purchased Marine Re- 
serve area. This should greatly enhance the beauty of 
our Common, particularly for the approaches along 
Wentworth Road. 


It is the opinion.of this Commission that the great- 
est single need for additional recreational facilities in New 
Castle is for tennis courts. It should be noted that twenty- 
four children elected to take tennis lessons this past sum- 
mer in spite of the fact that the nearest public courts are 
in Portsmouth. With this obvious interest of our young- 
sters and the often expressed interest of many of our 
adults in tennis, this Commission again recommends that 
funds be appropriated to build two tennis courts at the 
Common. These courts would be located at the site of the 
present skating rink and would also be useable as a skat- 
ing rink in winter. 


The Commission would like to take this oppor- 
tunity to restate its policy regarding the use of the Com- 
mon facilities. Our policy is to make the facilities avail- 
able to any adult New Castle resident upon request for 
any non-commercial function or group. Reservations are 
on a first come, first served basis and should be made 
through the chairman of the Commission.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S 
ANNUAL REPORT 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as super- 
intendent of schools in the town of New Castle. As in 
years past we still find ourselves in the midst of vast and 
sweeping changes in public school education. We are liv- 
ing in an era of public concern for quality education. We 
have always been concerned about education but there is 
an awareness, a sincere interest, a healthy curiosity to get 
to know why and how. 


A good education is costly. Those of us who are tax- 
payers know this fact all too well especially the New 
Hampshire taxpayer. Local property taxes cannot be ex- 
pected to continue to bear such heavy burdens. We must 
receive more financial assistance from the State if the job 
‘ is to be done right. Another source of financial assistance 
to schools is the Federal Government. This source is enter- 
ing on stage rather belatedly. In 1968-69 the Federal Gov- 
ernment paid only 8.1 percent of the cost of public ele- 
mentary and secondary education. True. money is not 
the only answer to all of the challenges we face in educa- 
tion, but without it we can never expect to find out what 
the answer might be. 


Many of you will recall the recent public school shut- 
downs due to lack of funds. This is a sad state of affairs 
when thousands of children are deprived of receiving their 
education.

This is a sad state of affairs when 
thousands of children are deprived of receiving their edu- 
cation. 
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The schools in this supervisory union have been ex- 
periencing an upward gain in enrollment which has neces- 
sitated the formation of several advisory committees whose 
responsibility it is to study school needs. This advisory 
committee works with school board members and school 
administrators in projecting enrollments, inspecting pres- 
ent school facilities, gathering data on land acquisition, 
and reviewing school programs in this age of change. The 
work of such committees is tedious, time consuming, but 
most important. I would like to take this opportunity to 
publicly thank all of those citizens who unselfishly give 
of themselves so that school needs for the future might 
be realistically studied and brought out into the open. 


On October first the superintendent’s office moved 
from 86 High Street to its newly built quarters on Land- 
ing Road just opposite the front entrance of Winnacun- 
net Cooperative High School. Needless to say, this move 
Was most necessary and we appreciate the new suite of 
offices. Our public open house was held and I feel that 
those who visited us were pleased with the building. To 
those who did not come to our open house, I extend a 
most cordial invitation to visit us at your convenience. The 
office is open from 8:00 A.M. until 5:00 P.M. daily, in- 
cluding those days when schools are not in session. 


At the time this report is written we are in the midst 
of preparing nine budgets, eight school district budgets 
and one supervisory union budget. This is no simple task 
and takes many long hours on the part of your school 
board members and administrators. 


In mid-November a public hearing on the prelimin- 
ary supervisory union budget was held in North Hamp- 
ton in compliance with a new legislative edict. There were 
approximately forty people present, twenty-two of whom 
were school board members. Eight others in attendance 
were school administrators. The complete supervisory 
union budget was aired, questions asked and answered. 
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Another new piece of legislation which has not been 
used in Supervisory Union No. 21 to date deals with the 
procedures necessary in getting voter approval of bond 
issues of $20,000 or more. Under the new law a public 
hearing is required, to be held at least fifteen days prior 
to the March annual school district meeting. Notice of this 
hearing must be posted at least fifteen days in advance. 
The amount of the bond issue as well as the warrant article 
must be fixed at the hearing by the governing body. When 
the polls open on the scheduled day in March all registered 
voters will be given the opportunity to vote on the bond 
issue. Each voter will be given a ballot with the specific 
article and amount proposed printed thereon. As usual, a 
two-thirds majority of all those voting is required in order 
for final passage. 


The significant difference with this procedure as 
against the former law is that it does not limit the voting 
to just those who attend the March school district meet- 
ing. If the bond issue is defeated the whole procedure must 
be followed again. 


The additional classroom now in use at the Maude 
H. Trefethen School is functional and a welcome addition. 
I was interested in community reaction during the open 
house program held early in the school year. I came away 
with the feeling that the townspeople were impressed with 
the relocatable structure. In my opinion the day is not far 
off when this type of school construction will lead the 
field especially in those rapidly expanding areas of the 
country. 


I am pleased with the new approaches to instruction- 
al offerings developed at the school. Much planning and 
research has gone into the revised method. For this we 
must commend a hard-working staff of professionals as 
well as an understanding school board. 


As in the past, I have prepared several statistics which 
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follow my report. 


It has been a rewarding year, a year filled with its 
anxious moments. I have been pleased that our staff of 
professionals has been looking into promising programs 
and practices and has been adapting these to fit local needs. 
In closing may I point out that the schools belong to you 
and urge that you visit them often.

Physical exams of all school pupils were conducted 
in March by Dr. Harold Hoefle, school physician. No 
major health problems were detected. 


A dental clinic was again held in May. A team of 
dental hygienists cleaned the children’s teeth and applied 
fluoride. 


In October Tuberculin tests were given to Ist grade 
students, new students and personnel.
